FOOD FOR THOUGHT. 

The Cincinnati Southern railroad bill, that 
is the proposition to invest “the trustees’’ of 
the city of Cincinnati with rights and powers 
over Kentucky soll for the construction of a 
railroad from one extremity of the State to 
the other, is to come up for action in the 
House. of Representatives on the ninth of 
January. The recess intervenes between thts 
and that time, during. which members will 
have an opportunity of meeting and 
conferring with their constituents.

The first is, that the pro- 
posed measure is an outrageous invasion of 
State sovereignty, a point I will not dwell 
upon, as it has already been amply discussed;

during the recent State canvass,a plank in 
the Radical platform, and is essentially a Rad- 
ical measure; and the third, that if it is pase- 
ed in either house, it-will be accomplished 
by Radical yotes. Nothing is more cer- 
tain than that a decided majority 
of the Democratic members in the House of 
Representatives, as well as of the Senate, are 
opposed to it. It is claimed by its friends 
that in the former body the bill will be carried 
by as many as three or four majority, and per- 
haps more. If such shall prove to be the 
case, its passage through the House will be 
due to the vote of the eighteen Radical mem- 
bers, assisted by a minority of the Democratic 
Representatives.
